The field for legislation of a de« ided 


and marked character is not large in 
our hitherto unfortunate little com- 
monwealth. Its people are few in 
number, bat they are the most hope- 
ful class there i* on the earth, or they 
would have died of tie blues long ago. 
Ther« are in the State men who have 
hoped against hope and remained 
with its fortunes for a life time be- 
lieving that some conditions for ite 
relief would make an appearance. 


The question that iteemB to be in the 


minds of many at present pertains to 
the late changes and their probable re- 
sult upon the State's immediate fu- 
ture. The present and future pros- 
perity of Nevada is largely dependent 
upon the present and future action of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad com- 
paoy. 


Should its action through its changed 


management be favorable to the de- 
velopment of the State it will materi- 
ally aid the people, bat should its for- 
mer conne be continued the State 
will remain in it* vassalage to the 
Southern Pacific which has beeu con- 
tinuous since the Central Pacific; en- 
tered the State with all of its blighting 
consequences of a worse than feudal 
condition. 


The lord of the manor, which is now 


the Southern Pacific, will continue to 
require the people to pay tithes after 
the manner of half barbarous times, 
but small favors are gratefully re- 
ceived by it* most humble slaves, aa 
they give relief to an enslaved people. 
The removal of an overseer and bis 
bloodhounds which were quartered 
everywhere in the State to keep the 
people in subjection and fear, should 
b* a harbinger of better days in the 
future, and it is so accepted by a major- 
ity of the people, who were fearful to 
speak on some subjects above a whis- 
per. 


It is creditable to the intelligence of 


the late legislative body that it Las 
beeu able to provide legislation for the 
State without the aid of a boss or 
oveneer, accompanied by hoacde with 
month* bathed in foam, hungry for 
the spoils of the chase. There baa 
been no legislation in a direct way to 
secare relief in the matter of fares 
or freights within the State, which ia 
all well enough under existing oir- 
cnmttances. 


The new management should have 


opportunity to make know.; its coarse 
respecting Its future in the State. 
Should it be conciliatory it will be 
made known within the next two years. 
Should it be otherwise or npou a slave 
footing', it will be made known befoie 
the next legislature will come together, 
when it will be a duty the people will 
owe to themselves and to posterity to 
meet conditions ae near as it may be 
possible to me*t them with like con- 
dition*.
